` page 1, column 3, disclosed that during April 15-17, 1960, a 
national organization entitled "The Young Socialist Alliance" - 
(YBA) was established at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. This issue 
- Stated that this organization was formed by the nationwide supporter 
clubs of the publication YS. 


The above issue, page 6, set forth the Founding Declara- 
tion of YBA. This declaration stated that the YSA recognizes the 
Socialist Workers Party (8WP) as the only existing political 
leadership on class, struggle principles, and that the supporters 
of the YS have come into basic political solidarity vith the SWP 
on the ο ei of revolutionary socialisa. 


A source advised on May 6, 1964, that the original YSA 
was an organization formed during October, 1957, in New York City 
by youth of various left socialist tendencies, particularly members 
and followers of the 8WP. The leaders of this group were the 
guiding forces in the establishment of the national organization. 


The source further advised on May 6, 1964, that the YSA 
is dominated and controlled on a national basis by the SWP through 
having БЕР members comprise exclusively the National Executive 
Committee (NEC) and through an official SWP representative at 
ATI YSA NEC meetings. The ҮЗА, in reality, is the youth and 
training section of the SUP and the main source of new 8WP members.

A source advised in late Novezber,1959, that the 
Young SocZaliet Alliarce-Chicago (Y8A-C), formerly known as 
Yourg Socialist Supporters, had its origin in a series of 
informal discussions ha!d in Chicago prior to June, 1959, 
among individuals who were close to the Socialist Workers 
Party (STP). 


The YSA-C as of November, 1953, proclaimed itself to 
be a city-wide revolutionary youth organization designed to 
build socialis in America and aimed toward youth on college 
capses ån the Chicago area and as being independent of all 
adult groapizgzs. i 


According to a Second source in May, 1964, the YSA-C, 
also known as the University Yourg Socislists, was considered 
the youth group of the Chicago Branch SWP and affiliated with 
the national organization of the YSA ia New York. The YSA-C 
officers as of Καν, 1964, were current members or sympathizers 
of the Chicago SWP.
